St. (Petersburg, Sept. S.—(2:02 a, m.)— 
The general staif is not displaying great 
anxiety over the alarmist reports .-.that 
Genera] Kuropatkiu is in serious danger 
of being cut oil', but if they had any 
information from the front Wednesday 
they have not revealed it, and they also 
decline to say even if they know whe- 
ther Kuropatkiu purposes taking his 
army north of Mukden. 

An oliicer of the general staff said to 
the Associated Press Wednesday night: 
"I believe it, is safe to say that General 
Kuropatkin's army is now out of dan- 
ger. More advices since Monday indi- 
cate that the fighting is of an insignifi- 
cant character, and 1 do not. believe 
that ithe tired Japanese troops are 
capable of seriously threatening tno Jne 
of retirement. The greatest ditliculty 
our army is now having to contend 
with is the terrible roads owing to Uiu 
ruin of Monday aud Tuesday. 

"Our information is that the bulk ot 
the baggage has already passed through 
Mukden. This is the usual procedure 
in the case of any retreat." 

Kuropatkin's movements, after all, 
must depend chielly on the tactics of 
the Japanese, with whom lies the initi- 
ative. If the Japanese continue to press 
north iu the hope of cutting off the 
Russians and bringing them to bay, 
then Kuropatkiu will be obliged to move 
ncrtb to circumvent them. 

But both armies already are terribly 
exhausted and if they again come into 
grip the result will depend largely upon 
which of them is able to throw the 
most fresh reserves into the fight. If 
there is a race northward it is appar- 
ent that the greatest danger will come 
at the narrow delile at Tiding, north 
of Mukden, but the authorities seem 
fairly well satisfied with the situation 
and arc confident of its ultimate out- 
come.

The Russians who were said to he 
concentrated twenty miles north of 
Liaoyang are now retreating in tlie di- 
rection of Mukden: The pursuit was 
obstructed by the high millet. The 
Russians destroyed their stores, but a 
number of vuns and quantities of am- 
munition and other supplies were cap- 
tured in the fortifications and near the 
railroad station. 

The "Nichi Niehi" says it thinks the 
Japanese casualties may exceed those 
of the Russians owing to the latter hav- 
ing occupied fortified positions -in super- 
ior numbers. 

The Mikado lias congratulated the 
forces 011 their brilliant victory in the 
face of tremendous difficulties, adding 
that the end of the war is still in the 
distant future and vihorting care and 
iputieuce. 

Preliminary regulations for the Na- 
tional Guard were gazetted today. 

The report that the Russians have 
occupied Sinraintiu is denied. A large 
force of Chinese bandits is displaying

were forced to redoubt No. Ii. The Rus- 
sians were unable to proceed further 
than this point because of the iiercp lire 
poured in upon them by the Japanese. 
According fo comment made by the No- 
vikrai this redoubt had evidently been 
greatly strengthened during the previous 
night. On the east flank the remainder 
of the night of the 2lith was quiet. Noth- 
ing occurred 011 the west flank during 
the night of the 29th. 

"On the morning of August HOlli Rus- 
sian artillery dispersed a .small body of 
Japanese .cavalry. 

"A Japanese torpedo boat recently 
fired on a Tiger's Tail fort. She WftS 
found by searchlights and repulsed by 
the Russian batteries. She appeared to 
'be somewhat damaged. 

It is now apparent that the heavy 
fighting reported by numerous Cbineso 
refugees as having occurred before Port 
Arthur between August 27th and 31st 
occurred chielly on the lirst two days 
mentioned. The Japanese thereafter di- 
recting their efforts almost entirely to 
holding the positions they had obtained. 
That these positions were of consider- 
able importance is evident by the fact 
that the Russians risked tffe lives, of 
valuable men in open fight in their' ef- 
forts to dislodge the Japanese. As bad 
been previously reported ia these 'des- 
patches the Japanese troops retired 
from nearly all points the night of Au- 
gust 31st. 

The Novikrai of August 31st devotes 
considerable space to au account of a 
small Russian reconnaissance, which 
started from Palungsban and reached a 
poiuC.neor Shushiyen; without encoun- 
tering any Japanese. Returning to their 
own lines on the night of the 29th this 
party came upon a trench in a field, 
garrisoned by a solitary Japanese sol- 
dier, who abandoned his rifle and fled 
upon seeing the Russians. Tho RussiauH 
captured some trenching tools, but they 
discovered tlie Japanese in force behind 
a barrier thrown across the Mandarin 
road and returned swiftly to the fort- 
ress. 

Another recobnoitering party found, 
the Japanese vanguard trenches at Shu- 
shiyen to be unoccupied. The Russians 
remained in the trenches awhile and 
presently discovered a company of Jap- 
anese troops. There was an exchango- 
of rifle (ire during which a number of 
the Japanese who bad been surprised) 
were killed. The remainder retired.

Were the seat of war anywhere 
nearer than the eastern coast of Asia 
there would be no room to doubt; what 
tlie result would be. The stronger would 
simply wear out tho weaker, ns the 
North did in the war with the South, 
ns Great Britain did in the strwrgln 
with the Transvaal anil Orange Free 
Slate. .Tapnn's chance of ultimate vic- 
tory, now as nt the beginning, lies in 
the fact that Russia's source of strength 
is a long wny. from the seat of war, 
while Japan's is close at hand. The

hours and 45 minutes.

THE VINDICATION OF LOBD 
DUNOON ALD. 

The announcement luis been ■ made by 
Mr. Balfour that Lord Duudonald 1ms 
■been appointed Governor and Commarid- 
er-in-Chief at Ceylon. This, following 
so closely upon his recall to England, is 
a significant answer to the charges of 
the .Liberal press in Canada and to 
those who wished to see him punished 
•for his outspeaking in regard to the ad- 
ministration of the Canadian militia 
The post is one only confided to a well- 
tried and high-class man. Very little 
is necessary to say in this connection 
The Imperial Government recognized in 
Lord Duudonald a man whose services 
were too important to be ignored on 
account of the difference with the Can 
adian Government on purely 'political 
grounds. By taking' a firm stand and 
denouncing the abuses which exist at 
Ottawa, the late Commander-in-Chief 
simply demonstrated his fitness for a 
high position, which demanded as a 
first requisite courage and character of 
a high order. Like all leaders of men, 
when the. time came to act. he acted, 
knowing as lie did that he took his of 
licial life in his hand. lie had reached 
the stage in his official relations with 
th': political head of tho department in 
which patience ceased to be a virtue. 
That his course was approved of by tho 
people of Canada as a whole was amply 
demonstrated by the popular marks of 
approval which he received before his 
departure fur Great Britain. They will 
rejoice in the outcome of his interview 
with tho War Ollice. Fortunately, very 
few rejoice with one of Sir Wilfrid's 
.organs in Quebec, the Progrcs de Valley 
.field, when it calls upon its readers to 
.support the Premier because "lib lias 
not only taken off the head of a power- 
ful English general, but lias further* 
.more chased him from the country." 

A RECORD FOR SIR WILFRID. 

The La Progrcs de Valleyiield, a Lib- 
eral paper in tho Province of Quebec, 
sees the virtues of Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
through glasses of a peculiar hue. It 
enumerates his political triumphs a:

"He IeaVes to the decision of Can- 
ada's Parliament the question of our 
soldiers lighting outside their country. 

"He claims for Canada the right of 
concluding her own treaties." 

INTERNATIONAL FISHERY RE- 
LATIONS. 

The Seattle Post-Intelllgericer has an 
editorial in its Monday edition entitled 
"Open Spawning Grounds," in which it 
remarks that there is a growing feeling 
of amity between the salmon packers 
south and north of the international 
boundary, that strengthens the hope 
that time will work a solution of the 
problems confronting the industry. It 
points to tho expressions of certain of 
the British Columbia newspapers as not 
being unfriendly to the proposal for a 
joint propagation of soekeye salmon on 
the Eraser River. The refusal of the 
Government on this point, it feels as- 
sured, arises from the fear that such 
a proposal may lead in the future to 
international complications anil is not 
attributable to any lack of desire to 
co-operate on grounds of mutual inter- 
est. The Post-Intelligencer comments 
on the action of Mr. Prefontaino in this 
light in discussing the counter proposal 
which litis been made from the Canad- 
ian side for co-operation in a weekly 
close season, and makes a suggestion 
which is rather cool in its way. Admit- 
ting the necessity of such' co-o peril t ion 
between the salmon packers on both 
■side.i of the line in order to assure a 
sutllcient number of fish reaching the 
spawning grounds; it says : 

This leads the Post-Intelligencer to j 
make a suggestion from this side. Re- 
move all obstructions from the channels 
61 the salmon streams that feed the 
Eraser River. For instance, the Ques- 
noi dam cuts oil' the sockeyes from 
fully fid per cent, of their spawning 
grounds. This of itself has been a great 
loss to the industry; for even if lisli do 
;pass traps, seines and gill nets, that 
obstruction compels them to perish with- 
out depositing their spawn. 

Regulations are needed. There is no 
doubt of it. But it is true, too, that they 
are needed equally on both sides of the 
line. The suggestion of a graduated 
close season has met with rather marked 
favor on both sides. What about the 
proposition of opening all the spawning 
grounds to the passage of the fish? 

As the keeping of the spawning 
grounds clean is a matter of absolute 
internal interest and in no way afreets 
the international phase of the question, 
the suggestion is somewhat "gully" to 
say the least. Tho depletion of the 
fisheries in the Eraser River has been 
brought about almost wholly by the 
jidion of the American fishermen in 
intercepting the fish before reaching 
tho mouth of the river, in which they 
bave observed no lishing regulations of 
anv kind calculated to conserve the run 
•Of "'fish in future seasons. To HUggest 
•tint the Canadian Government should 
now keep the spawning grounds clean 
in order to assist in propagation for 
the benefit of American fishermen is 
yery refreshing. ' 



"BETTER TERMS OR SECES- 
SION." 

'The Independent (Labor), Vancouver. 

The Independent has taken the posi- 
tion that British Columbia is unjustly 
dealt with, and that the working out of 
the relations accepted at the time of 
union is entirely one-sided and in favor 
of tho older parts of Canada. This is 
tho result of a set of conditions, against 
which, in. tho past, the people of, this 
province were practically powerless, and 
nothing but the most vigorous agitation 1 
and resistance will make a change. Wo 
have, from the fust, neon isolated from 
the eastern centres, which control politi- 
cal sentiment, and our voice has been 
but feebly heard. The men and the 
communities living within a "Sabbath 
day's journey" of the capital have had 
the car of the administration. They 
could always make themselves felt. If 
at first their requests were not attended 
to as presented uy mail or personal visit, 
they went again and again; until, if in 
no other way, persistence broke down 
the barriers to success. If their cause 
were just, so much the easier was it; if 
doubtful there were always the political 
agent and the friend at court to smooth 
the way. In British Columbia, by rea- 
son of \the long distance, the case was 
always different. It takes a week for 
a letter in the ordinary way to reach the 
departments, and another week for tho 
answer to return. Then there were the 
delays incident to official pigeon-holing. 
Then, after a tiring correspondence had 
been long drawn out, the final resort 
was a deputation to Ottawa. Only those 
who have trodden the long and weary 
way to the capital know the\ time and 
expense involved, which often ended in 
rather than the vesposlbility being Ink 
en, allowing the matter to drop. Or, if 
a deputation failed, to whom could the 
people appeal V There have in the past 
been only six members in the House of 
Commons from British Columbia out of 
213, and three senators out of ST, or 
2(\ representatives out of 294 in parlia- 
ment west of Lake Superior. Their 
voices, never too strong, were lost in 
the babel of voices which go up to that 
throne at Ottawa. Our trouble has been 
that we number so few that it makes 
little difference whether our requests 
are minded 'or not. With a country 
larger in area than that contained in 
any other province, and with natural 
resources admittedly very great, v 
are only a cipher when it comes to vote 
In addition to that, we have no voice 
the cabinet, or practically no voice. Brit- 
ish Columbia is about seven times great- 
er than all the maritime provinces put 
together, and is richer in resources. We 
have no cabinet minister with a port- 
folio, while the maritime provinces have 
always had three or four to represent 
their interests. When it comes to a ques- 
tion of fishery development, for instance, 
the latter get about OS per cent of the 
expenditure, and British Columbia con- 
tributes about 110 per cent of the rev- 
enue derived therefrom. Nova Scotia 
has had "better terms" three times. New 
Brunswick twice, and Prince Edward 
Island once. If they want railways, 
wharves or bridges they get them. Que- 
bec, who pays the least of all the prov- 
inces per capita to the revenue, gets 
the largest share of the expenditure, be- 
cause she. as a rule, has the balance of 
power. It is gridironed with railways. 
The river St. Lawrence is . lined with 
wharves built at the expense of the 
Dominion; and its rivers are spanned 
with bridges which the federal govern- 
ment has assisted in constructing. Que- 
bec gets the plums because its politi- 
cians have "de pull with Laurier." Brit- 
ish Columbia gets "it in the neck" be- 
cause it has not. In Quebec it is a tra- 
dition of the people — an article of politi- 
cal faith — that the government should 
pay for everything. To get political 
support in that province it. is necessary 
to "do things." In British Columbia, 
the government of Canada refuses to 
give a subsidy to a bridge over the 
Eraser river because it is built by tin; 
provincial government, whereas, in other 
nnrts of the Dominion twenty-six largo 
bridges built have been liberally assist- 
ed, though in every ease built by a pri- 
vate company. Nine-tenths of these 
'bridges arebuilt in Quebec. We cite 
these things to show thai it is not on a 
system of right, but one of political 
"pull" that expenditure is made: That 
being true, British Columbia has been 
neglected at every turn, notwithstanding 
that it pays to tho federal treasury three 
times per man. woman and child what 
the people of the rest of Canada pay. 
We do not blame the "terms of union" 
for the way the system of receipts and 
expenditures has worked out. We 
blame tho political system, which has 
been subjected to tremendous abuse. 
There is. however, another phase of tho 
question in regard , to which we should 
have a new ileal — a readjustment of 
financial terms. It is not only that 
wi do not get justice, but another hard- 
ship arises from the physical character 
of the country, which makes it three or 
four times more expensive to govern lo- 
cally by the provincial government. 
Hence, our provincial revenue is not 
sufficient, ami. without greatly increas- 
ing the taxation, .-never can be sufficient 
to meet tho requirements of expendi- 
ture, The larger the population, and the 
wider the settlement under the present 
system, tho more our responsibilltis arc 
increased, and the revenue arising out 
of the population and settlement, is not 
sufficient to catch up to the expenditure. 
It in only of late, as tin- Independent' 
pointed oiit last week, since the financial 
shoe began, to pinch and we could bor- 
row no more money that our people are 
beginning to realize their position. If 
we had a "doe" Howe in the province, 
or even a Fielding, who raised the cry 
of "better terms or secession" in 1885 
si n I 1880 or along there, in Nova S-olia. 
he would long ago have sounded the 
same tocsin. That must now be the 
watchword if British Columbia does not 
get it< rights soon.

JEWISH NEW YEAR. 

Friday Ushers in the Beginning of the 
Year 5005. 

The Hebrew New Year, "Kosh Hash- 
ono," which is the beginning of the 
year 5005 of the creation of the world, 
acording to biblical chrondlgy will oc- 
cur this year on Saturday, September 
10th. As all Jewish holidays are ob- 
served from sunset to sunset, the ob- 
servance of the day begins with die set- 
ting of the sun on Friday evening. All 
members of the Jewish faith will, it is 
said, celebrate the holiday in a very im- 
pressive manner, and most of the places 
of business owned or managed by the 
Jews will be closed from Fridav to Sat- 
urday evening, 

A feature of the morning service on 
the f'Ypmtof" is the blowing of the 
"shofar" or ram's horn. The observ- 
ance of this custom is of very great an- 
tiquity. Its origin is found in the 20th 
chapter of Numbers, and in the 23rd 
Chapter of Leviticus. 

The festival marks a new feast in a 
religious sense only, us in the civil direc- 
tion January 1st is New Year for Gen- 
tile and Jew alike. Being a religious 
new year the, season is observed in u 
solemn spirit of humility.

work, For friendless women our \V. 
<J. 'i.'. li. Home bus been iu runny cases 
an oasis in the desert of their live*. 
l''or tiiose who have fallen a friendly 
hand has been reached out, for we have 
learned that to the fallen no sympathy 
is too great, no attention too devoted 
and if (the labor brings success, no suc- 
cess is so gratifying. The erection of 
our new homo will, we trust, enable a 
larger work to be done through the com- 
ing years than was possible in the past. 

I would ask you to give this subject 
ybur earnest thought and prayer, as well 
as your labor and support. The little 
■we can do is all too little, the most 
we can do is never too much. 

Since we were organized a larger 
share in municipal government lias been 
granted us, and today the mothers of 
.British Columbia have the right, u« 
school trustees, to share with men the 
responsibilities of school government. 
This particular matter is one distinctly 
attributable to the increasing efforts of 
our women, aud that it has been bene- 
ticial the results attest. For years vtc 
have striven to attain the provincial 
suffrage, but without success. We have, 
however, learned to ylabor and to wait, 
add we will continue to labor until 
waiting ceases and the privilege of ex- 
pressing our views at the ballot box has 
been granted. 

(Passing to our Christian work, we find 
a field where we have done much and 
where much remains undone. The good 
accomplished through our mission nails 
and missionary eftorts eternity alone 
will reveal. When we combine our 
Christian work with our temperance 
work we have the keystone of the arch 
of our being, Here, perhaps', more than 
in any other branch have we worked. 
Many a slave to intemperance - has had 
his bonds released, many a broken- 
hearted wife and mother have been com- 
forted, and many a neglected child has 
■been cared for through our efforts. We 
must carry on the work, not forgetting 
that while we aim to suppress the 
liquor tralllc, uutil that glad day of 
success shall come, some are drifting 
where dangers lurk; therefore, we must 
labor for the individual as well as for 
the legislative vindication of our prin- 
ciples. 1 know not how far away is 
the day of prohibiten save that it In so 
fai away as carelessness and neglect 
leave it and so far as energy and work 
bring it. 

We are sometimes told that our work 
ccunts for naught, that there is more 
drinking today than twenty year„s ago. 
Can this bo true'.' No stronger proof 
has been given for many a day that 
total abstinence is advancing than that 
evidenced by people ami press in their 
comments on Bishop Potter's endorse- 
ment of liquor selling in a "model. sa- 
loon." His idei has not only called 
forth tin criticism of the temperance 
people and the church people, but many 
who are not total abstainers are loud in 
their denunciation at the sentiments ex- 
pressed by so prominent a ilight of the 
Christian church. Bishop Potter has 
done good work in the past, and we 
mourn that today his life is shadowed 
by a great mistake. While we believe 
lie is sincere in his opinion, we also be- 
lieve he is in error when he advocates 
the doing of evil that good may come. 

As a union we are here today be- 
cause we have realized that we can 
accomplish more by a united effort than 
we can as individuals. In our legisla- 
tive work we have found in co-opera- 
tion with the Woman's Council, we 
have been strengthened, and together 
secured the curfew bylaws for our prov- 
ince and the passage of the Children's 
li'rotection Act. The results attending 

II ese measures have exceeded our 
hopes. 

There are today many good laws upon 
our statute books which are not en- 
forced. Might 1 suggest that this year 
an effort be made to obtain the en- 
forcement of these laws, thus securing 
the full benefit and protection afforded 
us by the legislation already passed.

You have doubtless read in the Sep- 
tember number of the Ladies' Home 
Journal an article by Edward Bok on 
patent medicines as a feeder to alcohol- 
ism. As you are aware, we have a de- 
partment, "non alcohol in medicine," 
covering this evil, which we have but 
recently added ti/our work. It has not, 
however, been brought very much to 
the front, but now the fact tiiat this ] 
evil is unwittingly being introduced into I 
our temperance homes and many arel 



away, teaching us the lesson that life is 
not long enough for trilling, and yet long 
enough for something. With the last 
year some dear workers have been call- 
ed home. The work that these have 
done must needs live on, and not in 
vain have they both lived and died. 

There are others of our number who 
will never meet us again in convention 
who are today ueariug the end of this 
life, waiting to enter into the glonous 
iboyoiid to join the workers who have 
passed on before. And now, dear 
friends, another year is starting. A 
year to be as all years ore, what wo 
"make it. A year that will soon pass 
away to mingle with the shadowy 
gliosis of other days. Let us hope and 
'pray that bring what duties it may, it 
will", when passing, see those duties 
done. 

CORRESPONDING SECRETARY'S RE- 
l'OKT. 

Dour Comrades— I bring to you today 
niv eighth annual report. 

Aa la former years, so la the one Just 
ceding, I have endeavored, la true devo- 
tion to the cause we hold so dear, to faith- 
fnllv discharge the obligations belong lug 
to the office of provincial corresponding 
secretary, though I have very often wished 
I could .lo lntlnitely more than I have been 
able to accomplish. T 
In looking over my work, I And Unit l 
.l.ave, since last convention, sent out by 
mall about six hundred and seventy com- 
munications; of which three hundred and 
thirty-one were letters, some of them con- 
taining many large-slzo sheets of paper, 
written on both sides, to save postage; be 
sides forty-two post cards. I have written 
one letter of cheer addressed to all the lo- 
cal unions, before onr White Ribbon Tid- 
ings was published. Since then I have pre- 
pared two letters for circulation In that 
bright little organ, which 1 hope may re- 
erive a large pntro'iiiigc in our British 
Columbia unions. On behalf of the provin- 
cial union I also wrote a. letter to lion. 
Fltepfl trick, Minister of Justice In Ottawa, 
»e the Anti-Cigarette bill, and received his 
answer. I have kept In constant touch 
with our Dominion of fleers ahul fellow- 
workers In the Eastern provinces. Last 
October I visited Ahbotsford, on the C. 1'. 
It.. Hue, and planted a union aud Band of 
Hope there. I have also been down to 
Bburne with the Vancouver sisters, to en- 
courage the Richmond union members to 
reorganize, which they have done. 

In company with Mrs. Smith of Vancou- 
ver 1 addressed the Methodist annual con- 
ference last May, In New Westminster, and 
succeeded In getting that Influential body 
to add to their temperance committee re- 
I o'rt a resolution', which, If acted upon 
Or all the church boards, would materially 
affect our cause In future political elec- 
tions. 

1 feel convinced that our next most per- 
sistent effort, as prohibition workers, must 
be directed to Influencing the Christian 
churches to combine their forces for the 
overthrow of the bar room and the utter 
patting away of the cigarette . habit, as 
these are the greatest enemies of the 
Kingdom of Christ, and the two obstacles 
over which Ills chariot wheels cannot pass. 
It seems passing strange that every pastor 
and church member cannot see that God 
demands of them to rise In His might, and 
say. "In Ills name we will overcome 
them!" It could be accomplished within 
one year, and a revival would break out 
such as tin? world has never known. And 
Got Is waiting for us to act. Until we 
do, we shall never get any party govern- 
ment to legislate our way; because they 
depend upon the solid vote of the liquor 
linJ tobacco trusts to keep them In power, 
"ad they know church voters spilt every 
time on party lines and will not combine. 

Another need which we must no longer 
overlook or evade. Is the education of the 
young; Of late years our Bunds of Hope 
and Loyal Legion have been given up and 
t&4 work has been left to the public and 
Sunday school teachers, who can never do 
what we should. If a union cannot main- 
tain a Hand of Hope, It should encourage 
til!" teachers by offering prizes for those 
scholars who make the best marks in their 
temperance papers. 

Unless something Is done soon, we shall 
have no men lit to represent us in parlia- 
ment In ten or twenty years hence. Out 
girls, too, are going down In the whirlpool 
of society, wine parties, where they are 
becoming drunkards and smoking cigar- 
ettes. Our British Columbia cities are 
giving way, of late, to a new sentiment, 
which Is pulling down the home purity. 
Our little girls, aud boys must be saved 
tftid the older ones rescued. 

If our local unions would procure a set 
Well of the Medal Contest books, and get 
the young people committing their strong 
temperance sentiments lo memory

supiport. 

Hill is now free to marry for the 
fourth time if he can find a wife, and as 
Bill has had so many matrimonial ven- 
tures in the past and such ease in find- 
ing women willing to share his name, 
his friends think that an announcement 
of another marriage will come soon 
front the Xanana, where the much mar- 
ried man is trying to make another for- 
tune to replace the one he has dissi- 
pated. Bera Beatrice Gates was the 
name of the woman who received a di- 
vorce from him yesterday morning. Her 
marriage, which ended in the "divorce 
court, started in a halo of romance. 

Six years ago Bera Beebe, as she was 
then called, was dancing herself into 
favor in a Victoria dance hall. Among 
her admirers that winter was Swift- 
water Bill, whose matrimonial ventures 
had even at that time won him great 
notoriety. On the stage that night that 
•the Klondiker saw Bera dance was Gus- 
sie La More, his first wife. Although 
she once was the wife of Gates, she 
hail rib objection to introducing him to 
the 10-year-old Bera, who had fascin- 
ated him.

His first 
marriage was to Gussia La More, whom 
he met in a Klondike dance hall in the 
early days of the gold strike. Her Jove, 
lie won by presenting her with two 
crates of eggs— the first consignment 
that ever reached Dawson. For theso 
Gates paid !|>3 apiece, but to win the 
heart or the girl that so many Klou- 
dikcrs had showered gifts upon, Bill de- 
cided that it was necessary to give her 
some valuable presents. And what bet- 
ter than the total egg supply of the 
citir.p. 

For two years Gussie La More held 
Gates' nffectiou. Then they came out 
from the north and went to San Fran- 
cisco. Her husband j.eir m love with 
her sister, Grace La Mar, and Gussie, 
ever obliging, allowed her husband to 
get a divorce. A few months after- 
wards he married Grace in the Baldwin 
hotel in San Francisco. But their mar- 
ried life was of short duration. Within 
six months lie deserted her and Gussiu 
and went back to Dawson. Shortly 
after ha left for the north Grace obtain- 
ed a divorce from him. 

It was after this that Gates met the 
woman from whom he is now divorced. 
Since his third marriage Gates has not 
had the money to spend in as spectacu- 
lar a fashion as he did before. But dur- 
ing the last season he has made an- 
other fortunate strike in the Tanana 
country and in a few months he may 
again have sufficient money to keep up 
the record that won him his sensational 
reputation.

NANOOSE BAY SHOAL. 

Important Notice to Mariners of Dan- 
gerous Submerged Rock. 

Commander J. F. Parry, II. M. S. 
Egeriu, reports to the department of 
marine mid fisheries, Ottawa, thai on 
close examination of the -',4 fathoms 
lying off Entrance rock, in the narrow- 
est part of the entrance to Nanoose 
bay, east coast of Vancouver island, 
this shoal was found to extend half a 
cable to the westward, having a least 
depth of ti feet on it at low water. The 
kelp on this is only visible at and about 
low water. 

A -good mark for entering Nanoose 
bay, leading clear of the above shoal 
and North rock, is the southern "extreme 
of Notch hill peninsula, in line with the 
foot of the slope from the northern 
shoulder of Mount Arrowsmith, bearing 
S. (it) degrees W. 

The back mark of this leading line 
is the southern part of the lowest dip 
in the farthest range of mountains in 
this vicinity. 

Mount Arrowsmith is the highest 
mountain with several snow-capped 
summits, lying well back over the head 
of the bay.

At a recent experiment in welding 
the 'broken stern post of a German 
steamer at Hamburg with thermit, a 
modern repairing invention, the repre- 
sentatives of English and German 
Lloyds acknowledged the mixture thor- 
oughly successful.

OREGON FROM NOME. 

Reports the Breaking Down of the Ship 
McLuurln at Dutch Harbor. 

The steamship Oregon, Capt. Fred. 
Warner, arrived from Nome by «way of 
Dutch harbor last night, bringing 2iu 
'passengers and that many thousand dol- 
lars' -worth ot gold, says tiie Post-in- 
telligencer. Her treasure shipment of 
.^HlO.UOO was consigned to the Union 
Savings and Trust Company, the Fuse 
National Bank and the Seattle assay 
otliec. 

The Oregon's Officers report that the 
Alaska Packers' Association's ship Mc- 
L'nurin, salmon laden from Bristol any 
lor Sun Francisco, broke down in Bea- 
ring sea August bO, losing her rudder, 
'l'ne disabled craft, which;- after tho 
mishap sent her lbO Chinese cannery 
employees ashore at Cape Cheerful, 
Unalaska irlaud, was picked up liy the 
United States revenue cutter Rush and 
towed to Dutch harbor. Later the Chin- 
ese were taken off the cape ami con- 
veyed to Dutch harbor, where they join- 
ed the ship again. The McLaunn will 
■be equipped with a new rudder at Dutch 
harbor. 

'J. lie Oregon brought no intelligence re- 
specting the schooner Emma Claudina, 
which sailed from Seattle May 11, un- 
der (•barter to the Northwestern Com- 
mercial Company, for Siberian ports. 
The loss of the vessel or her wreck on 
seme of the Behring sea islands now 
appears reasonably certain. John Ro- 
sene, president ot the charter company, 
and managing director of the North- 
eastern Siberian Company, to whose 
stations on the Siberian siue the uiau- 
dina was taking a cargo of supplies, 
returned on the Oregon, and he stated 
last night that the Claudina should 
have been reported long ago. He ad- 
mitted that the situation .warranted the 
gravest fears for the safety of the 
craft. 

Mr. Rosene since leaving this city as 
a passenger of the steatnshep _ Victoria 
on her third voyage north, visited Si- 
beria. He found the affairs of the North- 
eastern Siberian Company in good 
shape. 

Mr. Rosene says the conditions at 
Nome are materially improved. During 
the ten davs preceding the departure of 
the Oregon for this port heavy rams 
fell, giving tlie district ample water for 
mining purposes. These rains, Mr, Ro 
Bene thinks, will retard the exodus 
miners and laboring men, which set in 
from the district two weeks ago. 



Horse to Dawson next spring en route 
to the new camp is expected to lie the 
heaviest that ever came over that 
course. Boats will get away from here 
four to eight weeks before Labarge 
opens, mid it is expected there will be at 
•least twenty isteamers winter kere, 
ready to take care of the rush. These 
steamers will accommodate .150 tons of 
freight and 100 passengers on the aver- 
age. 

Falcon Joslin, promoter of tho Tana- 
na railroad/arrived in Dawson from Se- 
attle last evening on the steamer Daw- 
son, and declares his intention to push 
tlie railway project as far as possible 
this fall. He says: 

"The material for ten miles of narrow- 
gauge railway for the Tanana camp is 
due at Skagway on the steamer Dirigo, 
and will be rushed down the Yukon to 
Fairbanks this fall if possible. I ex- 
pect to get it this far easily, but there 
are some doubts as to steamer accomo- 
dations for the remainder of tlie run. 
However, many steamers are in Daw- 
son, audi shall do all I can to get the 
material to its destination this fall." 

Tlie big companies of the upper and 
lower rivers and the' independent boats 
will be running for some time yet. 

"I have not determined"," said Mr. .Tos- 
lin. "where the initial point of the road 
will be in the Tanana. However, I am 
inclined toward Chena. It will all de- 
pend cm the conditions there when we 
are ready to begin construction. I hope 
to have the first few miles or road 
built this fall."

NAVIGATION OF TANANA. 

Steamer Goes 250 Miles up Stream™ 
Much Freight Transported. 

Dawson exebanges just to hand Kay 
the Northern Commercial Company's 
steamer Koyukuk recently made a trip 
oi: 'J.'iii miles above Fairbanks on the 
Tanana river, to what is known as the 
l'.ig Delta. The boat took a slock of 
supplies and opened a post at the Big 
1 bntn fur tin' company. 

A number of prospectors also went in- 
to the country oil the steamer. The 
new pest may become the centre of 
another rich division- of the Tanana 
basin. Vice President Louis Sloss of 
the company, and General Manager 
Washburn were aboard at the time and 
were much impressed. 

This is the first time a steamer has 
ever ascended the Tanana any distance 
above Fairbanks, and the fact that tho 
river has been found navigable so far is 
a source of much gratification to the 
prospector and the people of the coun- 
try in general. 

Messrs. Sloss and Washburn returned 
to Dawson this week. They declare that 
they will land goods enough in the Ta- 
nniia this fall to supply all the needs of 
of tho camp for food this winter. They 
say their warehouses there are open to 
inspection on this line. Other traders 
are declaring there ore not nearly 
enough goods in the new camp, and tt 
great: rush is being made from Dawson 
to laud all freight possible at Chena 
br Fairbanks by imlepnedoht boats by 
the close ol' navigation.
